Wadell, tho chief engineer, and himself 
had been doing- cross-section work for 
some days, secairiiig the elevation of tho 
I lufC wlioro the bridge will terniiuiito 
on nJio Wostniiiustor side, and otheir 
woi k towards getting tho plans in shape 
to enable tlie goveniiiieiit to call for ton- 
dors. The site lias lieeii ciioseii. The 
new bridge, wliieh will be a steel arch 
truss structure, will sp,an tlie river be- 
tween Brownsville and" a spot near tho 
milk factory on the Eraser, on the top 
of 'Coliinibiii street vise known as tho 
Crescent. Tlie railway part will of 
course reacli Coliiiiibia «troot and must 
be ou feet above the C. P. R. track. The 
iipproaelies to the bridge will be on Front 
si reef. The api)r()aches will be tco- 
sliaped and it will be ]>ossil)lo to enter 
.iiid leave the bridge from either side, 
till" grade of the approach being one per 
tent. 

Oper.atioiis will lie commenced nest 
week sounding the liottom id' the river. 
'J'liey are using the old pliins for the 
hridge made sevi.'rtil years ago, Init how 
clos(dy they will follow these plans is 
not known. The expense, and to some 
extent, the style of the liridije, can only 
bi; determined l>y the depth to whicii 
|]ie\ will have to sink the piers. At 75 
lo '.){) feet it is probable Ihtit bard rock 
will be met with. To make tho con- 
crete secure they will linve to go into 
that rock ,S or 1(1 feet. 

This preliminary wiT*k will last (1 
nionlli, and it is expected that si.\ weeks 
after th^ coni motor Will be on the 
giYiuud. It is an immen.so undertaking, 
and will rank well with the liridjccs pj: 
the woi-hl. t 

The entire span ^vill lie about twonty- 
(wo hiindreil feet. Tlie depth of tho riv- 
er and the nature of the bottom will 
a^rain deterinino tlie iiumbor of spans, but 
tlier(> is pretty sure to bo two siians. that 
will bo 4(10 feet long. Tho sulistruoturo 
and tho superstructure will bo built by 
different contractors. The substructuro 
uill nocessitato the use of a plant costi- 
ing .*?."), OOO. Tho pior.s aro to bo built on 
the most approved method. While the 
men nro e.xeiivnting in a compressed air 
chamber below the water on the base ot 
the pier, the pier above -wnter will be In 
process of constniction on top of (he 
!iir chamber. In this air chamber twa 
shafts ■will be used, one for tho men and 
one for the waste matter, which tho air 
drives up with a nish. Wlien the oxca- 
v.i lions .are pomplete tho nir chamber it- 
self is made solid 'by (filling it In witK 
concrete, and thus tho i)ier is solid 
I liroughout.

Therc> is no ialention on the part of 
our ;;i)vernnieiit to cease to care for thL> 
wives and children of the burghers, who 
eontiime to carry on marauding ns here- 
tofore, but any cost that may In' iaeurred 
in this way will ln' made good, if pos- 
sible, out of such property as the biirgh- 
ors anay possess. If the iirociamation 
had <U'clared all tho property of the 
burght^rs forfeiti'd, no one coidd say that 
it woulil be unjust. Instead of <loini; 
that it gives them more than a month 
to make up their minds to lay down 
their arms and save what may bo loft 
of their possessions, and, in some cases, 
retain the right to live in the country. 
Surely we shall hear no more of British 
inhumanity towards a defeated foe. "We 
have uuich conlidonco that the proclama- 
tion will have the immediate effect of 
inducing many of tlie burghers to lay 
down their arms. Tho fai-ts set out in 
the preambles are very interesting. No- 
tice is given that both the former re- 
publics have been annexed to tho domin- 
ions of His Britannic .Mnjestj-. We ilo 
not recall that there has been any pre- 
vious diM-l.ar.-it ion to this olTei't in regard 
to the Transvaal. It i.s stated that of 
the burghers, a majority, ninountlng to 
,'t."i,()(M), have cither been taken prisoners 
or surreuil. red or have .=:ubmitte<l to our 
forces and are now living iiuietly in 
the cities.

AVe think 
it to be regretted thnt tho new^pajiers 
did not see their way clear to reproduce 
in oxtonso what the Finance Minister 
said.

of tho /^likado. .As yet we may ifreely 
legislate against the ■Chinese, but tlaore 
is a wide difference between the two 
peoples. If there i.s such a thing ns 
patriotism in China, we have no evi- 
dence fd' it. There is certainly nothing 
like national pride or dignity. On t!i(> 
contrary these qualities are abnoruially 
developed in Japan, and they must bo 
taken into nccount in dealing with inter- 
national relations. There is somotliiiig 
of the same kind iiiaTiifost in the United 
States. Tlie people of that country are 
exceedingly tetchy. They take offence 
where offence Is not intended, and the 
reason is that tlioir nationality is yet 
young. They have not grown wise in 
these things through long generations of 
oxperionco. But if American nationality 
is young, thnt of Japan as a civilized 
power is only in its infancy, and we 
must have respect for its ncfivness. AA"e 
nieiition these matters lieonuse there will 
undoubtedly be nn attempt nt the next 
session of tho Briti.sh Columbia legisla- 
ture to enact flnti-Japanese legislation, 
and it is jnst as well that the mcmliers 
of that body .should nnaerstnnd how ut- 
terly fruitless anything of tlie kind will 
bo. There is only one way to deal with 
.Tapnneso immigrntton, and- .that is by 
treaty With the Slikado.
